Alberta and Saskatchewan. Other 
provinces are in the process of 
converting. Under the Torrens 
method each owner of property is 
given a duplicate certificate of 
title, and original is tiled with the 
Land Titles office. Endorsements 
of various types are listed on both. 
Under the system employed by 
other prov inces each encumbrance 
is recorded on the same document, 
but no guarantee is given that all 
transactions have been recorded. 

Any person is entitled to a 
'search for title* upon payment 
of a nominal 50c fee. 


These may include mortgages, tax 
caveats, liens or other instrument 
judgements. Also listed are details 
of mineral rignls. All titles issued 
by the offices are guarenteed by 
the government to be correct in 
every detail. In the event that an 
error is made, the Province then 
is liable for any losses that a party 
may have suffered. Such claims 
ate payable out of "Assurance 
Fund” to which each person se¬ 
curing a new title pays a nominal 
amount, based on the value of pro¬ 
perty registered.

To treat cattle for warbles a 
special pump hose and spray gun 
is used, 400 pound pressure is 
needed to Knock scabs off warble 
hole and put fluid into warble 
hole and "kill warble. The solution 
I intend to use also kills cattle 
lice and gives your cattle treat¬ 
ment against mange. To treat 
cattle they must be -in a small 
strong corral so each animal can 
be treated at close range. It should 
be outside and away from any 
feed. 

Why treat cattle for warbles, 
lice and mange? 

Nearly all large ranchers and 
dairy men have their cattle treat¬ 
ed, because they know it pays. 
Warbles become heel flies and 
they chase cattle to shade, water, 
through fences, etc. Therefore 
they are running off your profit 
when they should be eating to 
make you money.
